1st Round: * K2tog, K10 (11), rep 
from * to end—88 (96) sts.

5th Round: * K2tog. K8 (9), 
rep from * to end—72 (80) sts.

Seamless Leg Warmers

Note: These leg warmers can be 
knitted on a pair of needles with 
a seam up the back. An extra 
stitch will be needed on each 
end for the seam. Instead of 
knitting every round, work in 
stockinette st by working alt 
rows in purl.

Rep last 2 rows once. 

Bind off in rib. 


To Finish 

Join side and armhole band 
seams. Using Knitting Stitch 
Embroidery (see page 58) and 
C1, embroider heart on front,

Shape Crown: 

1st Round: Keeping stripe patt,

3rd Round: * K2tog, K5 (6), 
rep from * to end—48 (56) sts.

—103 (119-105-115) sts. 


Inc one st at each end of every 
row until there are 

127 (143-141-151) sts, then in 
foll 6th rows until there are

Place a marker at each end of 
last row to indicate beg of side 
seam. 

Work 7 rows. 

Place a marker at each end of 
last row to indicate beg of 
armholes. 


Shape Armholes: 

Dec one st at each end of every 
row until 127 (145-145-155) sts 
rem, then in foll alt row/s until

Inc one st at each end of next 

and foll 4th rows until there are

foll alt rows until there are

Cast on 3 (3-4-4) sts at beg of 
next 2 rows— 
137 (157-159-169) sts. 7 


Cont Side Shaping: 

Dec one st at each end of next 
and foll alt rows until 

83 (101-109-121) sts rem, then 
in every row until 65 (71-71-75) 
sts rem. 


Shape Shoulders: 

Bind off 6 (7-6-7) sts at beg of 
next 4 rows, then 6 (6-7-6) sts at 
beg of foll 2 rows. 

Leave rem 29 (31-33-35) sts on 
a stitch holder. 


Front 

Work as given for Back to **. 
Dec one st at each end of next 
and foll alt rows until 89 (103- 
109-121) sts rem, Sizes C and 
D only—then in every row until 
(103-111) sts rem. 


Sizes A and B only—Purl 1 row. 


All Sizes—Shape Neck: 

1st Row: K2tog, K35 (42-41 - 
45), turn. Cont on these 36 (43- 
42-46) sts for left side of neck. 


Size A only—2nd Row: P2tog, 
purl to end. 

3rd Row: K2tog, knit to last 2 
sts, K2tog. 

4th Row: Purl. 

5th Row: As 3rd row—31 sts. 


Sizes B, C and D only—Dec 
one st at each end of next 2 
rows—(39-38-42) sts. 


All Sizes—Dec one st at side 
edge in every row 9 (13-13-15) 
times, at same time dec one st 
at neck edge in foll alt rows 4

Join side seams, noting to keep 
armholes open from markers to 
cast on sts. With right side 
facing, using a set of size 6 (4 
mm) double-pointed needles and 
MC, beg at left shoulder seam, 
knit up 16 (17-19-20) sts evenly 
along left front neck shaping, knit 
across sts on front neck stitch 
holder, knit up 16 (17-19-20) sts 
evenly along right front neck 
shaping, then knit across sts on 
back neck stitch holder—76 (80- 
88-92) sts. Divide sts onto 3 
needles (see p. 58 for help 
knitting in a circle). 


1st Round: * K2, P2, rep from * 
to end. Rep last round 5 times. 
Bind off loosely in rib. 


Armhole Bands 

With right side facing, using a 

set of size 6 (4 mm) double- 
pointed needles and MC, knit 

up 60 (64-72-72) sts evenly 
around armhole. Divide sts 

onto 3 needles. Work 6 rounds 
K2, P2 rib as given for Neckband. 
Bind off loosely in rib. 


To Finish 

NOTE: We recommend you 
embroider the outlines of the 
hearts before filling in the 
remaining color. 


Using Knitting Stitch Embroidery 
(see page 58), embroider hearts 
on front of poncho, beg 14th 
(30th-44th-44th) stockinette st row. 
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Center stitch

Changing the Yarn 


Knit to the end of a row. 

Cut the yarn, leaving an end 
about 6 inches (15.2 cm) long. 
Knit a few more stitches with 
the new yarn, leaving a 6-inch 
(15.2-cm) end, and tie the two 
ends together. 


Decreasing (knit) 


On the knit row, knit 2 stitches 
together. 


Increasing (purl) 


Stockinette Stitch 


Knit the first row. Then purl the 
second row. Hepeat the first and 
second rows. 


Decreasing (purl) 


On the purl row, purl 2 stitches 
together. Put the right-hand 
needle through 2 stitches and 
purl as usual. You can decrease 


at the beginning, middle, or end 
of a row. To lose more than one 
stitch, carry on knitting or purling 
2 stitches together. 


On the purl row, purl the stitch as 
usual but do not drop the stitch 
off the needle. Purl again into the 
back of the same stitch. You can 
increase at the beginning, 
middle, or end of a row. 


On a knit row, knit the stitch as 
usual but do not drop the stitch 
off the needle. Knit again into the 
back of the same stitch. 


checking 
gauge 


Sometimes the size of a finished 
project doesn't really matter—a 
scarf can be a bit wider and it 
will be just as cool to wear. 


But if you are creating a groovy 
poncho, you will want it to be 
the right size for a fab fit. 

You will hate that it is too big 
and gets longer every time you 
wear it. A poncho that is too 
small for you to even try on is 
mega-bad. This means get 
serious about the word gauge. 


When the finished size matters, 
the pattern will have a gauge 
listed near the materials and 
measurements panel. 


Gauge is stated as a number 
of sts to 4 inches (10.2 cm), 
along with suggested needle 
size and the stitch/pattern to 
use. You will need to obtain this 
gauge for your project to be the 
size listed in the pattern. 


It will save you a lot of trouble 
later if you check your gauge 
before you begin your project. 


To check your gauge, be sure to 
knit a sample. 


Using the suggested needles, 
cast on about 1.5 times the 
number of sts stated in the 
gauge. 


Work in the stitch/pattern stated 
until the sample is a square. 
Bind off loosely. 


Measure across 4 inches (10.2 
cm) in the middle of the square 
and count how many sts there 
are (each V shape is one st). 
Compare this with the number 
stated in the pattern. 


If you do not have enough sts, 
your gauge is loose and you 
should knit another square 
using needles one size smaller. 


If you have too many sts, your 
gauge is too tight and you 
should knit another square 
using needles one size larger. 


Measure 4 inches (10.2 cm) and 
count the sts as before. 


Keep changing needles and 
knitting another square until you 
get the right number. 


When you have the correct 
number of sts, you are cool to 
start knitting your pattern. 


binding off 


When you have finished knitting 
your project, you need to finish 
off the edges so it all stays 
together without unravelling. 


1 Knit two stitches. "Put the 
left-hand (LH) needle into the 
first stitch on the right needle. 


2 Grab and pull this stitch over 
the second stitch and off the 
right-hand (RH) needle. 


3 One stitch remains on the 
right needle as shown. Knit the 
next stitch. Repeat from the " in 
step 1 until you have bound off 
the required number of stitches. 
When one stitch remains on the 
right-hand needle, pull the yarn 
through the loop to fasten off.

Knitting in a Circle

and use the fourth needle to knit with. 


Start the first row by knitting the first cast-on 
stitch (instead of the last). When you get to 
the beginning you've finished one row. 


As you knit, the free needle will change over. 
Cool! You are knitting in a circle! 
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Mattress Stitch 


Hey, this is a cool stitch to learn! 
It is almost invisible, so it is 
great to use it to sew up 

your projects. 


1 Put the two edges of your 
project together, right sides 
showing. 


2 Use matching yarn and make 
a stitch, leaving a long end. 


3 Put the yarn needle between 
the edge stitch and the second 
stitch on the first row. Push the 
needle under two rows and then 
bring back through to the front. 


4 Repeat on the other piece and 
keep swapping from side to 
side.

You will need a bowl, a piece of 
knitting, laundry soap, and 
rubber gloves. 


Wearing the rubber gloves, put 
the knitting into the bowl, and 
add enough hot water to cover 
the knitting. Let it sit for a few 
minutes. 


Add enough cold water so you 
can put your hands in the water 
(it still needs to be hot). Rub 
soap into the knitting. 


Bunch the knitting in your hands 
and rub it against itself, creating 
friction. Keep moving the knitting 
around. Occasionally dunk in the 
water. Do this for about 5 
minutes. 


Rinse the knitting in cold water. 
Repeat the entire process twice 
more, then check how well your 
knitting has felted. If you can still 
see the stitches, repeat the entire 
process again. 


Wow! Your felted knitting can 
now be cut without the stitches 
unraveling and made into your 
own patches.
